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WY TEMPERATURE 
CONTINUES. HIGH 


Air Flowing From High“ Over 
Bermudas Heated in Transit 
to Low in Northwest. 


TIME OF RELIEF UNCERTAIN 


Shift Must Come in Barometric 
Pressure Areas Before Tem- 
perature Will Fall. 


A Post-Dispatch reporter today ob- 
tained an interesting explanation of 


present weather conditions from Mont- , 
rose W. Hayes, United States Weather 
Forecaster at St. Louis. Mr. Hayes tola 0 


Why it was hotter yesterday at many 
points northeast of here and cooler to 
the south, and showed what conditions 
must arise before substantial relief may 


be expected. : 

“While it has been stated frequently.“ 
he said, ‘‘that this is the worst heat 
wave in 15 years, 
true, at least so far as St. Louis is con- 
cerned. Indeed, we had several days in 
July, 1914, with higher temperature than 
any we have had in the present month. 

“It is probable that cities to the north 
and northeast of St. Louis have much 
more cause of complaint than we of St 
Louis. Yesterday, for instance, while 
our maximum temperature was 96.8 de- 
grees, there were maxima of 100 de- 
grees in Chicago, 102 in Grand Rapids, 
100 in Indianapolis, Terre Haute, Spring- 
field, III., Keokuk, Io., and Des Moines, 
and 102 in Davenport. 

How Situation Was Created. 

“This situation has been created 
through the existence of what we call a 
low pressure area in the northwest and 
a high pressure area centering about 
the Bermuda Islands, and a consequent 
movement of heated air from the high 
pressure district towards that of the 
low pressure section. 

“By a ‘high pressure area’ we mean a 
district over which atmosphere of great 
weight has banked up. A ‘low pressurs 
area’ is one where atmosphere of a less 
weight has accumulated. Just why and 
how these accumulations happen is not 
certain, for while many theories have 
been advanced to explain this phenom- 
enon, none has been generally accepteu 


What we do know is that such things 
exist and when we find high and low 
pressure areas in certain relations to 


is going to take place. There is always 
a tendency of the air to flow from the 
high towards the low. If the high hap- 
pens to be in the south and the low in 
the north, we expect warm air to flow 
northward. If the conditions are the 
reverse, we expect cool air to flow 
southward. 

“Now there is a permanent ‘plateau’ 
of high pressure air over the North 
Atlantic Ocean. It shifts its base pe- 
riodically, but not at regular intervals, 
from east to west, and just at present 
its base happens to center in the region 
ot the Bermudas. It so happens also 
that a low pressure area exists north- 
west of the Great Lakes. 

Concrete Illustration of Conditions. 

“You can understand the phenomenon 
better {f you think of the air over the 
high pressure area as a pile of sand, 


a conical depression. Naturally, the 
banked-up sand slides into the hole and 
tries to fill it up until a level is reached. 

“The movement is outward from the 
high pressure district and inward to- 
Wards that of low pressure. Here an- 
other complication sets in. The motion 
of the earth gives it a rotary swing 
in the left to right movement of the 
hands of a clock. The motion of the 
wind in the vortex of the low pressure 
district would be right to left, the oppo- 
site of the clock-hand movement. 

“These movements, of course, are very 
slow. If you charted them you would 
find them sweeping in great curves, 
bending towards the northeast, It is 
along the path of these curves that we 
find the highest temperatures all over 
the country.“ 

“But why is it,“ he was asked, that 
it was cooler yesterday on the gulf 
coast in Mississippi than it was in St. 
Louls, and cooler in St. Louis than in 
Chicago?“ 

“The air that struck the Mississipp! 
Coast was not a part of this particular 
Movement. It came from across the 
Waters and was not as hot as air that 
had moved across great districts of sun- 
Scorched land. The other air, on the 
other hand, had moved slowly upward 
from the Southern United States to- 
ward the Northeast. It was heated in 
Passing over the heated earth and car- 
ried to the North the temperature of a 
normally warmer climate. 

“St. Lou's is at the southern edge of

When Relief May Be Expected. 

As Mr. Hayes explains it, the only 
Permanent relief from such a condition 
may be expected when the pressure in 
the two areas becomes equalized, when 
there will be no great movement of air 
from one to the other, or when a high 
Pressure area exists in the North and 


the movement will be reversed. 
There may always be temporary local 
relief through showers and thunder.

WINS RACE WITH A SWALLOW 


British Aviator Doubts That Bird Can

LONDON, July 28—A thrilling race 
between an officer of the Flying Corps 
in an aeroplane and a swallow caused 
him to doubt whether the swallow’s 
reputed flight of 200 miles an hour was 
correct. 

“I was up in the air last week one 
day when I observed a swallow flying 
high in front of me,“ he said. “I re- 
solved to test its speed. I went out 
full after it, and the swallow also put 
on full speed. The bird dived; so did 
I. It went up, and I followed. We were 
at it hammer and tongs for a quarter 
of an hour, diving, rising and racing 
and I gained on it foot by foot. Final- 
ly one of the wires on my machine 
struck the bird and it went down. I 
was sorry and felt selfish thus to take 
the bird’s life for sport.“

Operations Virtually Suspended 
at Three East Side Plants and 
Three in St. Louis.

Strikers Also Demand Reinstate- 
ment of Discharged Men and 
Promise of No Discrimination. 


Approximately 5000 employes of meat 
packing plants in St. Louis and East 
St. Louis were out on strike today, in 
their efforts to unionize the plants. 

Nonunion labor has been employed 
Since 1904, when the packers won a 
strike and broke up the unions. No. 
immediate question of hours or wages 
is involved. 

The strike spread today to the St. 
Louis Independent Packing Co., Van- 
deventer and Chouteau avenues, where 
600 workmen walked out after reporting 
for work. 

The strike started on a small scale 
three weeks ago at the Cox & Gordon 
plant in St. Louis. Yesterday men be- 
gan striking at the Armour, Swift and 
Morris plants on the East Side, and to- 
day production in those plants was al- 
most stopped, although a few men were 
working in nearly all the plants. 

Robert E. Conway. manager of Ar- 
mour's, said he did not believe the 
strike would cause an increase in the 
price of meat in St. Louis and East St. 
Louis, or would affect the supply on 
the market. He said that if the plants. 
were entirely closed packers and dealers 
in other places would begin shipping 
large quantities of meat to this market 

Daniel Donovan, president of the 
strikers’ union in East St. Louis, said 
the three East Side packing houses had 
enovgh meat in their refrigerators to 
supply the normal demand for about 10 
days. He contended that after that time 
the packers would have to submit to the 
demands of the union or there would be 
a meat shortage. 

The demands of the men are about 
the same at all the plants. Primarily 
they are asking recognition of the union, 
the reinstatement of men discharged, 
and that when the men go back to work 
there be no discrimination against those 
who walked out. 

At the Independent Packing Co. strik- 
ers said that while they demanded rec- 
ognition of the union, they also struck 
because the company was supplying 
meat to the Krey Packing Co., where a 
strike was on. Twenty policemen were 
sent to the Independent. Packing Co. 

At the various plants where the strike 
is on strikers are attempting to induce 
men not to go to work. At the en- 
trance to the National Stockyards in 
East St. Louis there were large crowds 
of strikers today, who stopped all street 
cars and vehicles entering the gateway, 
and requested workmen to stay away 
from the plants. In most instances the 
request was heeded. 

Meetings of employes were held in 
St. Louis and in East St. Louis last 
night to discuss the strike situation. 

A conference between Conway and a 
committee of strikers is scheduled for 
late today. There will be meetings of 
strikers tonight in East St. Louis at 
the city hall, Central Park and at Elev- 
enth street and Exchange avenue. 

Fifty negroes were taken into the 
Armour plant early in the morning to 
take strikers’ places.

ONTARIO, Cal., July 28.—Second Lieu- 
tenant S. H. Wheeler of the army avia- 
tion school at North Island lost control 
of his aeroplane here today and crashed 
into a line of automobiles, overturning 
four, killing Harold Stoebe, 4 years 
old, and seriously injured Mrs. C. A. 
Sioebe, the boy’s mother. Lieut. Wheeler 
was not injured, although his machine 

was wrecked. 
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DEUTSCHLAND NOT TO SAIL 
TILL BREMEN 18 REPORTED 


Information From Reliable Source 
Gives This as Reason for 
Delay. 

BALTIMORE, July 2%.—The growing 
impression that the German submarine 
freighter Deutschland was delaying her 
departure for Germany until. word was 
received from her sister ship, the Bre- 
men, took on the appearance of fact to- 
day, when it was learned from a source 
regarded as reliable that she would not 
sail until official information had been 
received from the Bremen by her agents 

here. 

The Deutschland, it is understood, Is 
ready to sail on short notice. It waa 
also said on good authority that tho 
Deutschland would make no secret get- 
away, but that it was probable she would 
leave her pier during the day, in order 
to arrive at the capes under cover of 
darkness. 


Canada Officially Denies Story of 
Bremen’s Capture. 


OTTAWA, July 28.—The Naval De- 
partment denied today that there is any 
foundation for the story published in 
New York that the German super- 
submarine Bremen has been captured 
and taken to Halifax. 


ST. JOHN, N. B., July 28.—-H. D. Ha- 
zen, Minister of Marine and Fisheries, 
today denied reports that the German 
undersea liner Bremen had been cap- 
tured and taken to Halifax. Halifax re- 
ports received also declared the Bremen 
was not there. 


PARALYSIS DEATHS INCREASE, 
CASES DECREASE IN NEW YORK 


Twenty Prominent Doctors to Be In- 
vited Here From Other Cities 
to Help Fight Disease. 

NEW YORK, July 28.—The epidemic 
of infantile paralysis still is unchecked, 
the daily report of the Health Depart- 
ment shows. The bulletin issued today 
discloses a slight increase in deaths 
and a small decrease in the number of 
cases. During the 24-hour period end- 
ing at 10 o’clock this morning there 
were 134 new cases and 35 fatalities 
from the disease reported in the five 
boroughs of New York City. 

At the request of Health Commis- 
sioner Emerson the Board of Estimate 
has voted an appropriation which will 
bring to New York leaders of medical 
science from other cities to study the 
problem of infantile paralysis. 

Twenty men who have done leading 
work in preventative medicine ‘and in- 
vestigation are to be invited from Chi- 
cago, New Orleans, Montreal, Boston, 
Philadelphia and other cities. Tele- 
grams will be sent to them just as 
secon as the Mayor's advisory medical 
committee has approved the list of 
names prepared by Dr. Emerson. 


GEN, O’MEARA ISSUES APPEAL 
FOR RECRUITS FOR NEW UNITS 


Engineer and Ambulance Companies 
Have Failed Thus Far to At- 
tract Volunteers. 
Adjutant-General O'Meara, in a letter 
to the Post-Dispatch, has issued a final 
appeal for help in the organization of 
three volunteer companies of engineers 
and one ambulance company, which the 
State of Missouri has been asked by the 
War Department to furnish. An at- 
tempt in St. Louis and Kansas City to 
obtain volunteers for such companies 

has not been successful. 

O'Meara says the War Department has 
sent a final notice that if Missouri does 
not furnish the required units, other 
states will have the honor of furnishing 
them. The units are considered neces- 
sary to make up Missouri's proper con- 
tribution to the volunteer army. O’Meara 
says the chief trouble, as shown in the 
attempts at recruiting these units, has 
been that all the recruits desire to be 
officers.

Three St. Louis County candidates 
indorsed by the Independent Voter's Lea- 
gue, in a list of the League’s selections 
given out yesterday, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter today that they did not 
want the indorsement and had not 
sought it. The candidates who repud- 
jated the League are Richard F. Ralph, 
for Prosecuting Attorney; John. Will- 
man, for Sheriff, and John Wengler, 

for Constable of Central Township. 
Louis H. Bopp, candidate for Sheriff, is 
listed by the I. V. L. as a pro-Roman- 
ist. He is a Mason and a Methodist.

WOMAN KILLS HER 
TWO CHILDREN AND 
SELF WITH GAS 


William P. Ritchie Finds Bodies 
of Wife and Daughters in 
Kitchen. 


OBJECTED TO HIS HABITS

Wife Had Threatened to End 
Life Unless He Quit Drink- 
ing, Ritchie Says. 


Mrs. Sarah Ritchie, 29 years old, wife 
of William P. Ritchie, 42, a free bridge 
construction foreman, killed herself and 
her children, Alice, 8, and Helen, 3, with 
gas at their home, 2911 Batley avenue, 
yesterday afternoon or last night. 

The discovery was made by Ritchie 
when he entered the house at 5:30 a. m. 
today, after sleepirig on the back porch 
for five hours. 

Ritchie told the police he left home 
to go to work about 6 a. m. yesterday. 
When he went off duty at 5 p. m., he 
said, he did not go home, but spent the 
evening visiting several saloons. The 
last place he visited, he said, was a sa- 
loon at Twenty-ninth street and Bailey 
avenue, a few doors from his home, 
where he remained until 12:30 a. m. 

Arriving at home, he said, he was so 
intoxicated that he was unable to put 
his latchkey into the keyhole of the 
front door. 

Finds Bodies in Kitchen. 

Ritchie said he then went to the rear 
of the house and, finding the door 
locked, he lay down on the porch in a 
stupor. At 5:30 a. m. he awoke and 
then opened the front door. He found 
the house filled with gas. After open- 
ing windows and doors on the first floor 
he went to the basement. In the kitch- 
en there he found his wife and daugh- 
ters dead. All the jets on the gas range 
and a light jet on the wall were turned 
on full. 

Mrs. Ritchie and the children were 
fully clothed except that they wore no 
shoes. Ritchie told the police his wife 
frequently had threatened to kill her- 
self if he did not quit drinking. 

Virginia Flinn of 3001 Bailey avenue 
went to the Ritchie home about 3 p. m. 
yesterday to visit Alice Ritchie. She 
received no answer when she rang the 
bell. The doors were locked and the 


mentioned it to her mother when she 
returned home, but no report of her 
discovery was made to the police at 
the time. 

Find 8300 in House, 

Neighbors sald they saw an ice man 
make an unsuccessful attempt to enter 
the house earlier in the day. 

Ritchie told the police he had just 
finished paying for the home. Police- 
men who searched the house, thinking 
Mrs. Ritchie might have left a note, 
found $300 in currency in a dresser 
drawer. 


LABOR MEN DEMAND UNION 
SCALE FOR 1000 CITY EMPLOYES 


Tell Mayor and Head of Aldermen 
There May Be Strike If De- 
mands Are Not Granted. 

A demand upon Mayor Kiel and Presi- 
dent Hall of the Board of Alderman, 
sitting as the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, for the immediate 
passage of a bill providing for the union 
scale of wages for more than 1000 city 
employes, was made today by a wage 
acale committee representing 52 different 

union organizations. 

Comptroller Player estimated that a 
grant of the demands of the wage scale 
committee would mean an annual in- 
crease of $267,000 in the city expenses, 
but the committee estimated the increase 
at $166,000. 

J. W. Williaiis, secretary of the Car- 
penters’ District Council, and James B. 
Conroy, business agent of the Stationary 
Firemen’s Union, served notice upon the 
Mayor and Hall that unless the wage 
demands were immediately granted they 
could not be held responsible for what 
would happen. They intimated strongly 
that there would be a strike of all 
craftsmen employed by the city unless 
the Board of Aldermen, at its meeting 
in the afternoon, passed a bill authoriz- 
ing the imcrease, or took steps to indi- 
cate that the bill would be passed be- 
fore adjournment for the summer vaca- 
tion.

NEW PARALYSIS 
CASE HERE: ONE A 
LEBANON, IL 


First Instances of Diseases in or 
Near St. Louis Since 
July 13. 


One case of infantile paralysis was ve- 
ported this morning in St. Louis and 
one at Lebanon, III., 20 miles from St. 
Louls. Another suspected case was re- 


ported in St. Louis. 

These are the first cases of the dis- 
ease in St. Louis or vicinity since July 
13, when one case then existing was 
pronounced cured. 

Dr. M. C. Woodruff, chief diagnosti- 
clan of the Health Department, con- 
firmed the diagnosis in the case of 
Michael Faber Jr., 2-year-old son of a 
railroad engineer, living at 4310 Chou- 
teau avenue. 

An inspector of the Illinois State 
Board of Health confirmed the diagnosis 
of Dr. Philip Griesbaum of Lebanon in 
the case of Mildred Miller, 6-months-old 
daughter of Henry Miller. The child has 
been sick several days. There are six 
other children in the Miller home, which 
has been quarantined. The Sunday 
school picnic of the Lebanon Evangelical 
Church, which was to have been held 
tomorrow, has been postponed on ac- 
count of the fear that mingling of the 
children might spread the disease. 

Another case reported as infantile pa- 
ralysis by Dr. C. E. Aldenderfer of 207 
Wren avenue, is that of Paul Wolf Jr., 
son of a retired dry goods merchant of 
6140 Emma avenue. Dr. Woodruff said 
he doubted that this boy had infantile 
paralysis. 

The Faber boy returned to St. Louis 
Sunday from Decatur, III., where with 
his mother, he had been visiting an 
aunt. Physicians stationed at Union Sta- 
tion discovered on his arrival at the 
station that he had a temperature of 
102. 
Mrs. Faber was permitted to take her 
son home, where he has been visited 
by Health Department physicians. Dr. 
Adrian Bleyer of 702 North King’s high- 
way, the family physician, diagnosed the 
case as infantile paralysis. The boy's 
legs and right arm are paralysed. 

The Wolf boy, Dr. Woodruff said, be- 
came ill a week ago and suffered 
cramps of the stomach and a weakness 
of the legs. The family believed his 
condition to be due to eating green 
peaches. The physician who was called 
diagnosed the case as infantile paralysis. 

Dr. Woodruff said the physician had 
placed the boy’s legs in a plaster cast 
and that it was impossible to make a 
proper examination. The boy's tempera- 
ture is about normal. Dr. Woodruff 
said the house had been placarded be- 
cause of the physician's diagnosis.

BRITISH STEAMER 
CAPTAIN EXECUTED 
BY THE GERMANS 


Courtmartial Convicted Charles 
Fryatt of Attempt to Ram 
a Submarine. 


BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, July 
28.—Capt. Charles Fryatt of the Great 
Eastern Railway steamship Brussels a 
British vessel which was captured by 


German destroyers last month and taken 
into Zeebrugge, has deen executed by 
shooting after trial before a German 
naval courtmartial. 

The death sentence was passed upon 
Capt. Fryatt because of his alleged 
action in attempting previously to ram 
a German submarine. 

Testimony was presented at the 
courtmartial to show that while Capt. 
Fryatt did not belong to the armed 
forces he had attempted on March 1. 
1915, while near the Mass lightship to 
ram the German submarine 1-33. 

Capt. Fryatt and the first officer and 
the first engineer of the Brussels re- 
ceived from the British Admiralty gold 
watches for drave conduct” and were 
mentioned in the House of Commons.

Six more deaths in Chicago due to 
heat were reported to the Coroner be- 
fore 9 a. m. today. Last night was the 
hottest in the history of Chicago. The 
temperature was 90 at midnight. The 
temperature rose rapidly early in the 
day, reaching 93 at 9:30 a. m. 


New York Gets Temporary Relief 
From Hot Wave. 
NEW YORK, July 2.—After 
than two weeks of torrid weather, with 
greater humidity than at any time be- 
fore since 1896, relief came today to 
sweltering New Yorkers.

Wilson acknowledging receipt of a pre- 
liminary report of the new national re- 
search council, the White House issued 
a statement calling attention to the 
fact that preparedness does not consist 
merely of enlargement of the army and 
navy, and that the President has given 
his support unreservedly to measures 
looking to the co-ordination of produc- 
tion, transportation and industry. The 
statement follows: 

“The President has given his unre- 
served indorsement to certain measures, 
not directly related to army and navy 
expansion, which are being taken in 
behalf of national preparedness. Pre- 
puredness does not consist merely ‘n 
the enlargement of the army and navy, 
but necessitates co-ordination in pro- 
duction, transportation and industry. 

Council of Defense, . 

“A provision in the army appropria- 
tion bill for a council of national de- 
fense is designed to meet: this require- 
ment. This council will consist of the 
Secretary of State, the Secretary of 
War, the Secretary of the Navy, the 
chief of staff of the army, an officer of 
the navy of the rank of Captain or of 
higher rank, and six persons to be ap- 
pointed by the President, who shall 
be authorities on questions relating to 
public utilities, industry or natural re- 
sources, 

This body will be capable of very 
great and material service to the Gov- 
ernment in the vital matter of the na- 
tion’s security. Needless to say, men 
of the highest quality of patriotism and 
ability will be asked to serve upon it.

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GERMANS ON RIGA 
FRONT WELL FED: 
MORALE 1S GOOD 


Correspondent Verifies Ration 
List Given Him by Officer 
by Talking to Soldiers. 


WITH THE GERMAN ARMY ON 
THE RIGA FRONT, July B. by courier 
to Berlin, via London, July %.—The 
Russian efforts to break the German 
lines at various points on this front, 
which the Associated Press correspond- 
ent has had an unusually favorable op- 


portunity of inspecting personally in 
the last few days, have neither affected 
the front nor the morale of the Ger- 
man troops. 

The correspondent has viewed the 
great sectors of the front from south 
of Kekkauto to a point well south of 
Friedrichstadt, has stood in the trenches 
amid the devastation of drum fire of 
but a few hours before and has talked 
freely with the men engaged. He has 
also mingled with the troops behind the 
front and had endeavored in every way 
possible to find some indication of a 
falling off in the fighting spirit. 

At one barracks the commander said 
to the soldiers: ‘“‘Here is an American 
newspaper correspondent. Tell him all 
he wants. I am leaving him here alone 
and shall not try to find out what ques- 
tions he asks nor what you told him.“ 
The commander and all other officers 
then left the barracks and the soldiers 
answered every question put to them 
with the utmost frankness. 

The correspondent, who had been 
cautioned that he was likely to find 
much anti-American feeling among the 
troops, put questions designed to dis- 
cover if such sentiment existed. All 
the men questioned declared they knew 
nothing of the existence of such a feel- 
ing. One soldier summed up their at- 
titude as follows: 

“Some American ammunition is being 
used here, but that is a political ques- 
tion and we don’t know much abou. 
politics. We don't hate anybody. Wa 
don’t hate the Russians. It is war. and 
we are here to fight and we are going 
t) keep on fighting until the enemy has 
had enough, whether it lasts one year 
or ten.“ 

The men were well clothed and plain- 
ly well fed. The day before the corre- 
spondent had inspected a division com- 
missariat and obtained from the Quar- 
termaster list of the rations. Inquiries 
among the men confirmed this list ‘n 
every detail. 

The daily ration follows: Bread (un- 
mixed with potato flour), 750 grammes: 
(a gramme is about one-thkirtieth of an 
ounce); meat, 250 grammes; groats, 125 
grammes; butter, 65 grammes; coffee, %% 
grammes; salt, 25 grammes; tea, 3 
grammes; sugar, 17 grammes; cheese, 26 
grammes; wheat flour, 75 grammes. 
There are two meatless days weekly; 
on one fish is substituted and on the 
other stewed fruits with rice. When 
the water in the trenches is bad the tea 
and sugar rations are doubled. Two 
cigars and two cigarettes are issued 
daily to each man. In addition every 
battalion has its own canteen, where 
cakes and canned fruits, etc., can be 
bought. 

A number of the men were asked t 
the rations were sufficient. None were 
found who did not express complete sat- 
isfaction. The soldiers were openly 
amused when informed it had been re- 
ported abroad that their rations had 
been cut down and that they were often 
forced to go hungry. The only ration 
reduced is that of bread and this re- 
duction was made long ago because it 
was found that the men were unable 
to eat more than the quantity now al- 
lowed.

LEVELED BY A 
SHELL HURRICANE 


Three Each Minute Fell on 
Each Yard of a Front of 
1000 Yards. ~ 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
THE FIELD, July 27, 5 p. m.—The Brit- 
ish went after Delville Wood again to- 
day and took it. 

The Germans had been quiet because 
the British made no infantry attack, 
but all the while machine guns had deen 
rattling and artillery had kept up a 
thunderous drum beat in what before 


this offensive would have been referred 
to as a violent artillery duel. So com- 
monplace has the continual. bombard- 
ment become that one officer, whose 
post of duty is with the transport just 
out of the range of the shells, complains 
that he is awakened when there is 4 
lull at night. 

This morning the British put on Del- 
ville Wood the heaviest concentration of 
shell fire in a given area ever directed 
agdinst field fortifications. The gun- 
ners were amazed when they computed 
its volume per minute in preparing the 
way for the infantry. Counting the 
front a thousand yards, there must have 
been three shells a minute falling on 
every yard. 

The purpose was to leave nothing 
standing—nothing living. Delville Wood 
has left Trénes Wood with a tame rep- 
utation. The infantry of both sides 
there have only shallow trenches for 
protection, 

Snipers and machine gun operators 
watch for any head that shows itself. 
Patrols who go out in the night engage 
in hand-to-hand encounters. The flash 
of a bursting shell may reveal one pa- 
trol to another and give it the advan- 
tage. 

The British had nearly all the Delville 
Wood after the advance of July 14, Dut 
the Germans got an enfilade machine 
gun and shell fire on them and took 
possession of the middle of the wood 
and of the British dead, who had fought 
to the last man. But the British kept 
the southern end and the adjoining vil- 
lage of Longueval against repeated at- 
tacks, raking the Germans with ma- 
chine guns and shell fire. 

When the infantry advanced this 
morning they did not expect to recover 
all the wood, but before the charge had 
finished they had taken all except 
about an acre of the northern end. 

Troops engaged around Longueval and 
Delville wood, where the fighting ex- 
ceeds in ferocity for the possession of 
the valuable ground anything yet seen 
in the offensive, have been both har- 
dened regulars and new army battal- 
ions. The new army men, fresh from 
the English drill grounds, when put 
into this “hell’s crucible,“ have shown 
the same racial stubbornness as the 
regulars. 

The commander of the famous divi- 
sion told the men if they were good 
boys and fought well when they at- 
tacked, July 14, they would not be put 
permanently on the reserve, but would 
have another chance in the offensive. 
They had a week of this uninterrupted 
orgy, and when they came out to rest 
their commander. informed them they 
had made gocd and could go back. The 
dust-caked veterans cheered this an- 
novuncement. 

“How anybody comes out of Delville 
wood alive ‘s a miracle,“ said an offi- 
cer who had been in the thick of the 
struggle. But I know men who were 
bowled over five times by shells, 
knocked down by branches of falling 
trees, whose scalps were cut with ma- 


chine gun bullets and yet came out.”

OFFICIAL ADMITS 
HS AGT CLOSED 
TRUST COMPANY 


Vice President of Mutual of Or- 
ange, N. J., Got $340,000 
on $34,000 Deposit. 


NEWARK, N. J., July 23.—Full re- 
sponsibility for the collapse of the Mu- 
tual Trust Co. of Orange, N. J., which 
was closed Monday by State banking 
authorities, has been assumed by Ed- 
win H. Hatch, vice president of the 
institution and said to be one of its 
largest stockholders. The crash, he said, 
resulted from the over-certification of a 
$34,000 deposit to 10 times that amount— 
$340,000. 

Hatch's statement, issued from his 
sick bed, followed the arrest of himself 
and Thomas 8. Byrne, secretary-treas- 
urer of the bank. The latter previously 
had admitted, according to the authori- 
ties, that he had a part in the alleged 
conspiracy, but asserted his act was 
not prompted by a desire for personal 
gain. 

Carrying Former Senator’s Paper. 

Hatch, on the night of May 18 last, 
confided in him, Byrne declared, that 
his ready money was tied up because 
he had undertaken to carry certain pa- 
pers which the bank held from former 
United States Senator James Smith Jr 
of New Jersey at the time of the latter’s 
failure, about a year ago. 

Byrne said he knew this to be true, 
and reluctantly consented to sign the 
over-certification requested by Hatch, 
after the vice president had assured him 
it would be only for a short time, or 
until he could get out of one or two 
large deals that he was tied up in.“ 

Byrne entered the bank as an office 
boy and worked up to his present posi- 
tion. Largely through his efforts, 
was said, the Mutual Trust Co. became 
known as the poor people's bank.“ 

_ Official Arrested at Work. 

Although he had known he was to be 
arrested, the police found Byrne work- 
ing with the Bank Examiners, giving 
them such information as he could. 

Hatch, convalescing at his home at 
Maplewood, N. J., after an operation for 
appendicitis, was placed in custody soon 
afterward. Byrne was released in $35,- 
000 bail, while a guard was placed over 
Hatch. Bail will be fixed for Hatcn 
when he is able to be arraigned. He has

[BRITISH STEAMER CAPTURED 


One Report Says German Warships

LONDON, July 2.—The Wilson line 
steamer Eskimo has been captured by 
a German auxiliary cruiser, according to 
Reuter’s Christiania correspondent.

ent, “occurred in Norwegian territorial

The district comprises the city of St. 
Louis and the counties of Audrain, 
Cape Girardeau, Clark, Franklin, Jef- 
ferson, Knox, Lewis, Lincoln, Madison, 
Marion, Monroe, Montgomery, Perry. 
Pike, Ralls, St. Charles, St. Francois, 
Ste.

This district nominally has a Repub- 
lican majority of more than 15,000. In 
the election of Governor in 1908, the 
last election which can be compared 
with the conditions which probably will 
exist this year, Hadley received 130,425 
votes in this district and Cowherd re- 
ceived 112,991, giving Hadley a majority 
in the district of 17,434. Four years 
ago there was a Progressive vote of 
more than 25,000 in the district, the most 
of which was Republican in 1988, and 
much of which will be Republican this 
year. 


Becker was a candidate for Judge of 
the Court of Appeais in 1912 and was 
defeated by Judge William H. Allen, a 
Democrat. Judge Allen is the first 
Democrat to be elected to the court 
since 1902, and his election was consid- 
ered due to the big Progressive vote. 

Since that election 10 counties have 
been taken from the district, many of 
them Southeast Missouri counties with 
large Democratic majorities, thus -in- 
creasing the Republican majority in the 
district as it now is constituted. 


Becker in his 1912 campaign ran be- 
hind John C. McKinley, the Republican 
candidate for Governor, 532 votes. He 
lost the counties of Audrain, Bollinger, 
Cape Girardeau, Clark, Dunklin, Iron.

He was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1901 and was senior 
partner in the law firm of Becker & 
Troll until Harry Troll was elected 
Public Administrator in the fall of 


The firm of Becker & Troll was dis- 
solved after Troll's election. The firm 
of Henderson & Becker became the legal 
representatives of the public admin- 
istrator. 

Becker never has held public office. 


Walther Once City Counselor. 
Walther is 44 years old and during 


much of the 22 years he has practice 
law in St. Louis has been active in of- 
ficial or private movements of general 
public benefit. He was admitted to the 
bar in 1894, and in June, 1909, was ap- 
pointed City Counselor by Mayor Kreis- 
mann to fill the unexpired term of 
Charles W. Bates, who had resigned. 
On the completion of this term he was 
reappointed! for a four-year term, but 
in January, 1913, resigned to enter a 
law partnership with Judge. Hugo 
Muench, who had just retired from the 
circuit bench. 

As City Counselor Walther handled 
many important matters of litigation for 


the city with almost continuous success. 
One of the first matters of importance 
was litigation growing out of the city’s 
attempt to force the railroads to abolish 
the grade crossing at Tower Grove ave- 
nue. Business houses in the neighbor- 
hood brought an injunction proceeding. 
Walther won the case in the lower court, 
and the Supreme Court upheld the con- 
tention, for the first time made by Wal- 
ther, that the city could force railroads 
to abolish grade crossings. The general 
case was reversed by the Supreme Court 
on grounds touching the reasonableness 
of the city ordinance, but agreements 
were reached with the railroad compa- 
nies by which the grade crossing was 
abolished. 


Walther conducted nearly all the mass 
of free bridge litigation, one of the 
principal features of which was a suc- 
cessful suit giving the city power to con- 
demn land in Illinois for the eastern ap- 
proach to the bridge. This contention 
by Walther was sustained by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals. 

All of the suits for collection of the 
mill tax were successfully prosecuted in 
the lower courts by Walther. They were 
appealed by the United Railways, but it 
was due to Walther that the appeal 


bonds were fixed at sufficient amount to 
guarantee the payment of the tax when 
the Supreme Court should uphold it. The 
appeals were prosecuted by Walther's 
successors in the City Counselor’s office. 

Walther instituted the litigation which 
forced the United Railways to put into 
effect the universal transfer system. 
The case was not finally decided until 
after Walther retired from office, but 
the technical law points raised by coun- 
sel for the United Railways Co. were 
settled in the city’s favor before he re- 
tired. 


Walther was a member of the City 
Council for an unexpired term of five 
months in 1908. 

Walther has been active in civic and 
good government movements in St. 
Louis. He formerly was president of the 
North St. Louis Business Men's Associa- 
tion, and was a member of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Civic League. He 
is a director in the German Mutual Life 
Insurance Co., and is a director in the 
Broadway Savings Trust Co.

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THE NEW LINDELL ROADWAY. 

The protests against the work being done by 
Park Commissioner Cunliff on the new drive 
from Lindell to Pine, west of the Lindell-King’s 
highway entrance of Forest Park evidently ere 
based upon the belief that this is part of the re- 
cently rejected scheme for the architecturai orna- 
mentation of the park entrance and that the Park 
‘Commissioner intends to carry out the original 
plans. 

Park Commissioner Cunliff says positively that 
the plan to change the entrance is dead and he 
has no intention of reviving it. The work upon 
which he is engaged is limited to opening the 
additional drive from Lindell to Pine, crossing 
Grand Drive, and is intended solely to relieve 
traffic congestion at Lindell and King’s highway. 
An additional roadway on the west will not 
change the appearance of the park entrance or 
obstruct the view of the park. 

This additional roadway plan has been adopted 
by the Public Service Board after careful consid- 
eration of all submitted plans and suggestions 
for the handling of traffic at this voint. It is ap- 
proved by all the traffic experts. Perhaps, if 
protesting citizens would lay aside the dea that 
the entrance is to be changed by the erection of 
a colonnade, and consider the new roadway solely 
from a traffic standpoint, their objections might 
vanish. 

If the work is to be done and the Public Serv- 
ice Board has so ordered, it ought to be done at 
once. The work should be completed this sum- 
mer so that the new roadway will be ready next 
year and the entrance will be sightly. Several 
conventions of unusual importance will he held

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THE SUN SPOT FAILURE. 
It was on Monday last that Brother Hubert, 
astronomy professor at Christian Brothers’ College, 
predicted thunderstorms as the result of the break- 
ing up of a large group of sun spots. And St. Louis 
was to receive the benefit of the expected rains. 
On Tuesday they had a big shower, with much 
wind, at Carsonville, out in the county, but St. 
Louis is still sweltering in its drouth, although 
dafly since Brother Hubert’s prediction heavy 
clouds have come up and dispersed. 
However, it really has rained in other places, 
for we read on Thureday that the stoppage of 
street cars in the Bronx borough had caused tu u- 
sands of New Yorkers to walk long distances in 
the rain. Tuesday they had heavy rains at Har- 
risburg, Pa.; Raleigh, N.C.,and Washington,D. C., 
but probably Brother Hubert takes no credit for 
these. His sun spot disturbance results were 
scheduled for St. Louis. 
Sun spots are still largely unknown quantities, 
so far as their supposed meteorological influence 
is concerned. One would suppose that, the earth 
making several revolutions while a sun spot en- 
dures, and often a whole revolution while a 
spot is breaking up, there should be a belt of 
storms all around the globe at such a time, if the 
spot had a decided influence on the weather, as 
some astronomers believe. —

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MOSQUITO AND INFANTILE PARALYSIS. 
The new suggestion that the mosquito may be 
an important agency in the apread of infantile pa- 
ralysis has plausibility.

On the outbreak of the epidemic in New York, 
it was predicted that its course would be stayed 
after about 1800 cases had been recorded. But 
it has continued to spread until today the cases 
number more than 8000 and the fatalities 700 or 
about 25 per cent of those stricken.

Two opinions on the blue sky law. 

Two opinions on the mileage allowance of 
St. Louis County Judges. 

Doubtless it is just as well that Mr. Barker de- 
clined to take a definite stand on prohibition legis- 
lation, the evasion of the people’s right to the 
referendum and other issues. An outspoken ex- 
pression to the voters on what he represents might 
only mean that he had taken a position subject 
to reversal in a few weeks or months.

ARE OUR SHOES ‘‘WAR BABIES?’’ 

Shoe prices have gone up. Mr. Jackson John- 
son, president of the International Shoe Co., at- 
tributes the rise partly to the heavy export of 
shoes to the countries at war. This, together with 
the scarcity of raw hides from the warring coun- 
tries, and a scarcity of ships to bring in raw 
materials, explains why the American public will 
pay from 10 to 20 per cent more for their shoes 
this fall. And the advance may go further. 

It is pertinent to inquire into the conditfons of 
the shoe business to ascertain what effect the 
selling of shoes as war supplies has upon the price 
charged the American people. Is there the same 
high profit in shoes made for foreign armies as 
in munition making? Are prices to us made upon 
a basis of like profits? That is to ask, are the 
shoes we wear “war baby” shoes? 

The inquiry is pertinent to be made by Con- 
gress with a view to raising revenue, by taxing 
contracts for shoes sold to foreign governments, 
precisely as the pending revenue measure con- 
templates the taxing of munition contracts. There 
would be no equity in obtaining war prices for 
shoes sold at home just because it could be done. 
A tax would tend to make it less desirable to 
manufacture war baby shoes, and to reduce home 
prices, and at the same time afford an excellent 
means of revenue. 


It is asserted that men of a higher type than 
the primaries furnish are nominated by the con- 
ventions.

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DIFFICULT SUMMER TOURING. 
The Berlin Lokal-Anzeiger published on June 
18 the ordinance of the Government regarding 
German tourists. 

According to it, every tourist is compelled to 
take with him an accredited duplicate of his food 
card, on which he must obtain his food. Besides, 
he is warned that the local tnhabitants are to be 
fed first, and the visitors are allowed food only 
from what is left over. 

Visitors to Misdroy (on the island of Wollin, near 
Stettin), those to Sellin (on the island of Rugen), 
and at Bansin (near Schweinemuende), Lieben- 
stein (Thueringen) and Schierke (Herz) are com- 
pelied to take with them their own soap and sugar, 
together with a limited amount of dried vegetables, 
for fear lest the local authorities could not sup- 
ply them. The Government warns such excur- 
sionists that all that they can expect at these 
regular resorts is a room; the food question lying 
altogether within the discretion of the local 
authorities. Bedding, if desired by visitors, must 
de taken along by the travelers, as the hotels are 
positively prohibited to have extras for visitors. 

No provision will be made for servants of any 

class; and parties taking along servants will do 
so at their risk and on their own responsibility. 
A fine of 500 marks is imposed on those convicted 
of attempting to bribe owners or employes with 
a view of securing ameliorations. In 
the Government expresses its displeasure at the 
idea that some people should seek comforts at 
summer resorts while the entire nation is under 
a strain “such as the world has never experi- 
enced.” 
With the exception of invalids who seek those 
places for health ft can find no palliation for the 
indecorum of seeking pleasure under the ctroum- 
stances.
